FOREIGN STRONGHOLD

Shanghai, March 23.—(Wednes- 
day.)—Scores of Chinese attempting 
to storm the international settlement 
i: have been killed by British and Japa- 
nese troops called to defense of the 
foreign stronghold.

ANTL-SMUGGLING 
TREATY 1S ENDED 


BY RAYMOND CLAPPER. 

Washington, March 22.—(United 
News.)—Action of the United States 
in terminating the anti-smneggling 
treaty with Mexico is regarded by 
many here as a severe blow to the 
Calles government. 

This interpretation is based upon 
the assumption that the treaty has 
been abandoned in order to clear tne 
way for possible lifting of the em- 
bargo on arms to Mexico, a step which 
would permit Mexican revolutionists 


to obtain munitions and equipment 


in the United States. Lifting of the 
embargo has been regarded ag the -~ 
chief weapon, short of actual inter- 
vention, that the United States com- 
mands to force Calles to yield on the 
oil question. 

Although this interpretation is com- 
mon about Washington, it is support- 
ed by no official statements. On the 
contrary, the Mexican embassy seemed 
less disturbed by the action of the 
State department than some American 
sources. Mexican Ambassador Tellez 
apparently had advance information 


He and Secretary of State Kellogg 
held a conference with President Cool- 
idge at the temporary white house last 
night. Today Tellez indicated that 
matters are progressing satisfactorily 
and he was most optimistie regarding 
the future’ relations between the 
United States and Mexico. The Mex- 
ican embassy apparently does not he- 
lieve that lifting of the arms embargo 
will follow the abandonment of the 
trenty by the United States. 

The anti-smuggling treaty was con- 
cluded between the United States and 
Mexico a year ago. It was negotiated 
on the initiative of the United States 
and its main purpose was to check 
smuggling of liquor and aliens from 
Mexico into the United States. 

But now it is found that this treaty 
originally sought to protect the Unit- 
el States against rum runners and il- 
legal immigrants would also work to 
the disadvantage of the United States 
if it attempted to lift the embargo on 
arms which was jut into effect by

The grandfather of the Straus 
brothers who came here today after 
the formal opening in Atlanta of the 
new Davison-Paxon company store. af- 
filiated with the New York concern, 
operated a mercantile establishment 
here a number of years after he moved 
from Talbotton and before he left for 
New York which was to become the 
scene of great triumphs for the Straus 
family in the commercial world. 

They were greeted by many old set- 
tlers who vividly recalled their grand- 
father and who welcomed them in their 
own right as great merchant princes 
who have done much. through their as- 
sociation with the Atlanta depariment 
store, for the upbuilding of Georgia.

On World League 


Sir Henry Lunn, famed British pub- 
licist and “personal representative of 
the League of Nations,” touring the 
United States in the interest of pro- 
noting “better feeling between all 
peoples everywhere,” spoke Tuesday 


Agnes Scott and Oglethorpe students 
at the Emory university auditorium. 

Sir Henry's address was on the 
subject, “Civilization and the League 
of Nations,” which he compared with 
the struggle of the United States for 
‘liberal and peaceful development of its 
great resources. 

Tracing thé history of America’s 
constitutional struggle from “t#87. to 
IS65 he likened the early history of 
this country to that of Anglo-Saxon, 
Greek, Egyptian and Roman civili- 
zations. 

“Roman civilization,” he said. “was 
based on human slavery. The Ameri- 
can civilization is based on the forces 
of nature. It must be remembered 
sthough that these forces of nature 
which today make America great also 
can be used to destroy it just as 
Roman decadence first destroyed the 
cultural and spiritual life of the em 
pire and led to the downfall of the 
physical forces of the nation. Those 
same forces of nature can be used 
to destroy whole cities and nations.’

Texas will become the leading state 
in sweet potato production this year, 
with Georgia ranking second, if grow- 
ers carry out their planting intentions | 
as reported on March 1, the local fed- 
eral bureau declared today in its 
weekly market review. The conte:n- 
plated acreage for Texas was 184,000 
and that for Georgia 145,000. The to- 
tal expected planting for all states 
was calculated as 1,100.000 acres, or 
33 1-3 per cent more than last year. 

“Doubtless much of this sudden 19- 
crease is dune to the low price of cot- 
ton the past season and the desire of 
farmers to find a more satisfactosy 
crop,” the report said. The indicated 
increase of sweet potato plantings itu 
the south central states is 48 per cent, 
or 622,000 acres, while the south At- 
lantic states show a gain of 20 = 
cent, or a possible total of 408, 
acres, it was pointed out. 

“What the actual plantings will he 
remains to be seen.” the report con- 
tinued. “Certainly March 1 report ef 
farmers’ intentions does not augur well 
for satisfactory prices to southern 
growers of the moist flesh type of 
sweet potatoes during 1927. 

The market price of sweets at pres- 

ent is-fully one-third lower than last 
year, it was stated. 
The season’s outlook for Irish po- 
tatoer presages 15 per cent more acre- 
age than last year, the report said, 
with the heaviest intended increases 
cent gain, however, is seen for the 
in the north central states. A 27 per 
south central states and a 13. per cent 
increase for these of the south At- 
lantic, The intended plantings for all 
states total 3,620,000 acres. 

“It is possible,” the report said, 
“that this official report of intentions 
to plant will cause many farmers to 
change their minds and to be a little 
more conservative, especially in the 
late shipping states.’’

the motors, Reports that British 
soldiers had killed several Chinese 
when they attempted to break through
